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Description

Senate File 446 amends the appointment and employment preferences for veterans in the public
sector. Veterans will receive a preference of five points added to the final score of any examination,
test, or evaluation for all State of lowa and local government jobs. An additional five preference
points will be provided to veterans with a service-connected disability. The Bill requires the
Department of Administrative Services (DAS) to consult with the Attomey General (AG) to develop a
plain language written statement that outlines the rights and duties contained in lowa Code chapter
35C. This statement is to be posted on the DAS, the AG, and the Department of Veterans Affairs
webpages. The DAS is assigned the responsibility of administering and enforcing this chapter.

Assumptions

o The DAS will audit the hiring of all State and political subdivision jobs in lowa. All State jobs and
political subdivisions will include jobs in all three branches of government at the State level,
counties, cities, townships, school districts, city-county consolidated entities, multicounty
consolidated entities, or any other special purpose district that certifies its budget to the county
auditor. The DAS is currently not involved in the hiring process for political subdivisions.

e The Bill does not provide an appropriation or a mechanism to charge the governmental entities
for the review of their records.

o There is no penalty assessed for violations of this chapter.
